the way one English soldier expressed 
his opinion of the Rea Triangle work 
of the Y. M. C. A. as he stepped ont 
into ithe mud.after attending a concert 
one night in- France, according to Rey. 
Capt. John MeeNill, formerly pastor of 
Walmer Road Baptist church in To-- 
ronto, and for the last eighteen months 
a Red Triangle worker. in France. 

After paying a tribute to Captain 
Robert Pearson and apt, George Pa- 
tom ‘two ‘Alberta men doing splendia 
work at the front, he told of the splen- 
aid work of the Red Cross in sending 
comforts to the men, and caring tor. the 
wounded. He told of the courage ‘aha 
devotion of the chapifins, some. of 
whom have gone “over the top”, with 
the boys, and who with the “persever- 
ance of detectives, efdeavi or to secure 
information for relatives at home, of 
the boys. 

One incident related by Capt. Me- 
‘Niel, which occurred just before his 
Aeparture for Canada was both hum- 
orous and earnest. In addressing a 
méeting of men, he asked them, if they 
tad any message for him to take home 
—they wanted everything from parcels 
to reinforcements, and one fellow sug- 
gested ‘something good for the lice’: 
“which proved’ said Capt. McNiel, 
“that one fellow was very mueh aiine.” 
But the answers soon took a serious, 
turn, and the final message was “Stand ! 
by us and ave will see it through; be 
good to our women back honre.” 

Capt. MceNiell laid particular em- 
pace “upon the necessity of enter - 
eS ee fa ft program, 
alone in England and .Franeé, equip- 
ment being given to any man iin the 
Canadian area free of charge, for any 
sport. ; 

The sum of $55,000 was expended 
last year on concerts. <A special hut 
is maintained in charge of Lt. Frank 
Armitage, who is called minister of 
‘musicians, as a training 
grdyps of men to go out among the 
various sections, entertaining. 

A. special feature of this work is 
the entertatning of battalions ‘upon 
the night that they come down from 
the line, the hut being given over fo 
them entirely, for the evening, as they 
exhibit signs, and this has been found 
a very valuable means of inducing a 
normal condition.

DRASTIC RESTRICTIONS 
, IN USE OF SUGAR 

OTTAWA, April 29.—Drastic 
time restrictions on the use of sugar 
and shortening in the manufacture of 
biscuits, cakes, or sweet dough pro- 
ducts; entire prohibition of the mianu- 
facture of certain of these products; 
curtailment of the’sugar consumption 
of candy manufacturers to one-half 
the monthly averages used by. them 
last year; limitation of the amount of 
fats and sugar which may be used 
in the manufacture of ice cream; such 
are the principal provisions of an order 
just issued by the Canada Food 
Board. | 

Tie new regulations are intended 
to readjust Canada’s consumption of 
sugar to the available supply, and to 
prepare for the requirements of the 
canning an@ preserving season. The 
yse of fats is ¢urtailed because of 
the increasing need for edible fats 
overseas, 

Further restrictions are made on 
the use of Wheat flour in the manu- 
facture of candy and sweet dough 
products.

Amsterdam, April 27.-Speaking be- 
fore the main cenimittee vf the German 
reichstag on Friday, according to Vor- 
waerts, Gen. von Risberg stated that 
in March 31, last. the number of Ger- 
man missing had reached a total of 
664,104.

(7) Every centificate of enrolment is- 
sued under this Act shall cease ijn 
a Change of ownership and a new cer- 
tificate shall be immediately ayplied 
for by the new owner and such certifi- 
cate when issued shall continue tin 
force until the first day of January 
next fololwing ithe issue or until any 
change of ownership prior ithercto and 
shall thereupon cease to have effect. 

8 (3) In the case of a grade stallion 
a signed statement shall be submitted 
to the beard of inspection by the own- 
er giving such information as he may 
be able to give regarding the breed- 
ing or ownership, verified by affidavit, 
stating that such information to the 
best of his knoWwledg@ is correct and 
that he ‘is the owner of the stallion. 

10. The owner of any stallion shall 
post up and keep | osted up during the 
whole of the season during which such 
stallion stands, travel sor is offered 
for service, in a conspicuous place; 
both within and upon the outside of 
the main door leading into every stable 
or building where the said stallion 
stands regularly for service, a copy 
of the certificate of enrolment of such 
Stallion issued under this aco.

peace. And having madc peace, what 
would there be to prevent the beast 
from again raising his ugly head, 
and while his fangs are still drip- 
ping’ with thé blood of the millions 
he has éaused to be slain on the soil 
of Europe, burying his claws in the 
heart-of the civilized. world? 

If we destroy the Hohenzollerns 
and. leavé _ untouched the. German 
people with their false philosophy, 
we are applying merely a ‘surface 
treatment to a deep-seated — canker, 
which will only erupt again, more 
violent, more virulent than before. 

If we would accomplish our pur- 
pose, then this power must be de- 
stroyed; otherwise we haye ee the 
war, and‘all the sacrifices of wealth 
and. of life will have been in vain. 
The peace will not be a peace, but as 
I have said, a truce, and we must at 
once prepare for a greater, a more 
consuming struggle. Lest we make 
such a peace, we must change our 
mental process, revise war sycholo- 
gy, and see to it that the ability even 
to war again is permanently remov- 
ed from Germany and. from _ all 
things’ German, from the quiet beer 
dnnkee of Munich as thoroughly as 
from the war lord at Wilhelmstrasse.

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“In Frightfulness 


“You have only 480 miles to go,” 
jeéred the commander of a Hun sub- 
marine as he ordered the open boat 
in which were Claude Featherstone, 
& young apprentice, from Tunbridge 
Wells, and seyen other British sail- 
ors to shove off. They had only 
two tins of bully beef aboard, and 
suffered terribly for three and a half 
days before they were picked up. 

Their ship was torpedoed on the 
morning of September 11 without the 
slightest. warning, the engine room 
being hit and the boilers burst. Many 
of the engineers and firemen . were 
fearfully scalded, and as the. ship’s 
gun was put out of action the crew 
were helpless. The submarine came 
to the surface and opened fire | witlf 
both guns, and as the sailors began 
to lower their boats aimed directly 
at them. 

“The Huns summoned us along- 
side,” said young Featherstone, as 
he described his experience, “and 
then,. putting a prize crew.in my 


boat, made us row backwards ~ and) q. 


forwards for four hours, fram the 
ship to the submarine with copper, 
brass and other fittings of value. 
They took our gun, 
man sailors were allowed to go 
aboard-and take any clothing they 
wanted, 
“Why, the. brutes even dragged 
the oilskins and boots off of us and 
took our:personal possessions—even 
little” souvenirs they seized and 
aunted them in our faces! 
*“They commandeered all our food 
and meant to turn us adrift 
starve, but fortunately our officer 
managed to hide two. tins of bully 
beef. . They then put bombs in the 
hold of the ship and sank ‘her and. 
left us: to our fate, 
“For three and a half days we 
drifted and tossed about in a heavy 
sea, suffering terribly from hunger 
and thirst. Our faces were blistered 
by the continual wash of the sea, 
and we were completely exhausted. 
We were nearly at our last gasp and 
ready to end it all and jump over- 
board, when a patrol boat.hove in 
sight and we were rescued.” : 
Another boat, containing 25 of the 
ctew, was set adrift separately and 
Featherstone hati fio idea what ‘had 
become’ of it. It has: since been re- 
cavered with ly. five men, all 
Chiname alive.

Experience with Arabs 


Escape From Murder by Arabs After 
Being Shipwrecked 


Adventures such as rarely befall 
British . soldiers are. recorded by 
Sergt. J. Harte, of the Inland Water 
Transport, reports the Daily Chroni- 
cle. They include escape from mur- 
der by Arabs after being shipwreck- 
ed, and a nine day’s tramp in the 
desert. Sergt. Harte had written to 
his relatives to say he is alive and 
well, and he supplies the following 
details: 

In tow of a tug, Sergt. Harte and 
a party were proceeding from Aden 
to Muscat on a barge when a hurri- 
cane sprang up and extinguished the 
fires of the tug, which foundered 
with all hands. 

The tow ropes were cut, and the 
small craft, with temporary sails, 
made from awnings, drifted about 
for many days. At last the boat was 
driven ashore with its occupants un- 
der a cliff on the Arabian coast. Im- 
mediately the craft was sighted 300 
Arabs, armed with knives, swarmed 
aboard and looted it. 

Sergeant Harte says: “Our party 
could not put up mtch of a fight, but 
¥ knocked one Bedouin over the 
ship's side, and then got knocked out 
myself and thrown into the surf. 

“When the Arabs got us well in- 
land, they told us to get ready to 
have our throats cut, which they ex- 
pressed their intention of doing as 
soon as they had taken everything 
from the ship. Nothing, however, 
occurred until the following day, 
when, a little before day break, the 
Arabs began to fight among them- 
selves over the division of the loot, 
and what should be done with their 
captives. 

“While our guard left’ us to join 
inthe fight, we crawled away, and 
then escaped over the mountains in- 
to the desert, over which we tramp- 
ed for nine days, practically without 
food or water. It was nine days of 
untold misery. 

“Eventually we arrived at a place 
where friendly natives lent us a 
scow of about 250 tons. After eight 
days of further privation we were 
taken on board a warship which had 
been despatched to the scene of the 
wreck.” ‘ :

For the dis- 
appearance of Russia and the change : 
nthe military situation that results 
do-not in the least degree affect the 
validity of the axiom on which our 
enemy has_ acted consistently and 
from the first. For the military 
change amounts only to this, that un- 
til the American army redresseés tlte 
balance on land, the allied forces are 
possibly insufficient to obtain a de- 
finite military victory. But méan- 
while, the enemy forces are still less 
able to obtain a decision in their 
favor. The:change in balance, then 
restores a situation gravely ‘weighted 
against the central powers to equal- 
ity ‘only.

_ SHOULD GET RESULTS, 


The method proposed for taking the 
Dominion registration of man and 
woman power seems eminently prac- 
tical. Tt will bp compulsory for 
everyone -of the prescribed ages to 
-register on one day, which is to be 
set, the registration being conducted 
somewhat after the fashion of a Do- 
minion election: Instgad ‘of going to 
2 booth to vote, the Hublic will go to 
register, and inStead of it being volun- 
tary. the action will be compulsory. 
ms, wrovision is made for the 
registration of those who are. in- 
eapacitated by Wlness or other cause 
from attending at the places wheer 
the registration is to be conducted. 

The government will have to guard 
against congestion at the registration 
places. Five or siv times as many 
persons will register as would vote tin 
an ordinary election and the time tak- 
en up by each in registration will 
be considerably longer ‘than that oc- 
cupied in voting. But it can all be 
accomplished in ene day, if adequate 
ct yy ma erd made, and muah 

. effectiveb:and ye ther:

on for two or three weeks or even 
two o rthree days.

Care- 
lessness in burning stubble or fire- 
breaks may result in untold damage, 
should a fire thus started, get beyond 
control. Fanmers cAnnot ‘exercise too 
much care at this time, and the large 
fire which could be seen from town 
last week was probably due ito the 
carelessness of some person. Preven- 
thor bffcertainly better ‘than an at- 
tempted cure in the care of fire.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


\ 

The sole head of a family, or any male 
over 18 years, who was at the com- 
mencement of the present war, and has 
since centinued to be, a British subject 
or a subject of an allied or neutral coun- 
try, may homestead a quarter section of 
available Dominion Land in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan or Alberta. Applicant must 
lappear in person at Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-Agency for District. En- 
try by proxy may be made on certain 
conditions. Duties—Six months residence 
upon and cultivation of land in-veach of 
three years. 

In certain districts a homesteader+*may 
secure an adjoining quarter-section as 
pre-emption. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties 
—Reside six months in each of three 
years after earning homestead patent and 
cultivate 50 acres extra. May obtain pre- 
emption patent as soon as homestead 
patent on certain conditions. 

A settler after obtairing homestead 
patent, if he cannot secure a pre-emption, 
may take a purchased homestead in cer- 
tain districts. Price $3.00 per acre. Must 
reside six months 4n each of three years, 
cultivate 50 acres and erect a house 
worth $300.00.

Methods of Home Preservation 
Recommended EDN 
As the result of much’ technical in- 
vestigntion and years of practical ‘test 
it has been found ithat ‘the best re- 
sults can be obtained from ithe use of 
water glass ‘and lime water. . ‘While 
the lime water metnod is wnddoubted- 
ly less: expensive and just as efficient 
yet popular opinion seems ito be con- 
stantly growing ih favor of water- 
glass. + ; ‘ 
The Use of Water-Glass 
Watér-glass is a solution of silicate 
of soda, and may. be obtained from 
practically all druggists. A ten per 
cent solution is generally used, that 
is one part of water-glass is mixed 
witts nine parts of : Pie 
The water should fist be boiled in 
.order to destroy’ all vegetable or ani- 
mal substances contained therein. The 
two substances are ithen’ thoroughly 
mixed, and ithe sohition allowed to 
stand until it becomes quite. cold be- 
fore using. 
Lime Water ‘Method 
Previous to the advént of artificial 
refrigeration, lime-water was used 
commercially to a large extent. Some 
large dealers stil use it to supple- 
ment cold storage, and many people} 
use it as a home preservative, _Al- 
though authorities) differ somewhat as 
to the relative amounts of lime and 
water to be used, the proportions of 
two pounds of lime to five gallons of 
water are geherally recommended. It 
is important, however, that the water 
take into solution as much lime as wet 
is Capable of holding. A quantity of 
fine salt in proportions of about one 
pint to the above is algo fircquently 
jadded. The mixture should be kept 
well stirred for a few houns, and then 
allowed to settle. The supernatant 
liquid is then drawn off, and poured 
‘}over the eggs. In order that the sohi- 
tion may be kept saturated, and of 
uniform strength throughout tthe per- 
jiod of preservation, it is ‘customary to 
add a little lime from itime to time, or 
better to keep a cloth govered with 
lime in contact with the surface of the 
solution,
